Telephone, Telegraph and Radio Systems Im- 
paired for Several Hours — Brilliant 
Aurora Borealis Display. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 16. —One of 
the most severe magnetic storms 
of the century swept across North 


America today, disrupting commu- 
nication systems for several hours. 

Scientists said the storm was at- 
tended by sunspot activity. They 
reported the accompanying display 
of aurora borealis in the northern 
tier of states as the most brilliant 
in 35 years. 

The rare “northern lights,” gleam- 
ing like a giant neon tube in the 
heavens, flickered in bright streaks 
that ranged from dim pink to “al- 
most blood red” in color, Harvard 
observatory reported. 

Relatively few persons saw the 
aurora, however, for the display did 
not begin until 1:30 a. m. 

Electrical Engineers Helpless. 

The storm, accompanied by rain 
and unsettled weather in many 
places, caused grief to thousands 
of electrical engineers in telephone, 
cable, radio and telegraphic centers 
over the nafion. For three hours 
or more they struggiéd helplessly 
to keep wires clear under the er- 
ratic influence of a bombardment 
of capricious magnetic earth cur- 
rents. 

The stray electrical currents, 
measured at times at 500 volts by 
an engineer employed by the Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Co.,

WASHINGTON, April °16.—Theé 
Justice Department: announced to- 
day that Secondo Frank Conti had 
been charged at Salt. Lake City, 
Utah, with attempting to extort $25, 
000 from the family of Peter Le- 
vine, kidnaped 12-year-old boy of 
New Rochelle, N. T. Conti, a na- 
tive of Italy, was arrested at Salt 
Lake City last night. 


‘The department said Conti had 
confessed preparing and mailing 
two letters té the Levines, promis- 
ing the release of the boy, who dis- 
appeared Feb. 24, and has not been 
heard from since, 

Conti will be arraigned before a 
United States Commissioner some 
time today on a charge of violation 
of the Federal excortion law. 

The department, in announcing 
the arrest, said it was not a solu- 
tion of the kidnaping. The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation is continu- 
ing its inquiry. 

The first extortion letter, the de- 
partment said, was postmarked 
Denver, Colo., on March 4 and was 
sent special delivery to a promi- 
ment Denver clergyman. It desig- 
nated that clergyman as the inter- 
mediary to obtain $25,000 from the 
Levine family for the safe return 
of the boy. 

The second extortion letter was 
postmarked Salt Lake City, on 
April 11. This was sent by airmail 
to the Rev. Francis J. H. Coffin 
at Larchmont, N. Y. It mentioned 
the first extortion letter and indi- 
cated $10,000 should be wired to a 
certain person at Sale Lake City. 
The rest was to be paid on the de- 
livery of the boy to his home by 
Easter.

Guerrilla attacks extended to the 
environs of Shanghai, where ~ 1200 
Japanese wounded have arrived in 
the last 10 days. Police on duty in 
the western district said heavy fir- 
ing was audible in Rubicon, a vil- 
lage two miles outside the Interna- 
tional Settlement. 

Chinese still were celebrating the 
victory at Taierhchwang. At Su- 
chow, important railway junction 
and goal of the Japanese drive in 
East Central China, the Chinese 
ended a three-day celebration with 
a huge lantern parade and a display 
of captured Japanese war equip- 
ment.

PRAHA, 988 April 16. 
President Eduard Benes. dellver- 
ing his annual Easter truce speech 
before Parliament today, reassert- 
ed the Czechoslovaks’ earnest de- 
sire to come to an understanding 
with Germany and he protlaimed’ 
the most inclusive amnesty yet ex- 
tended to poltiical offenders, chief- 


ly in favor of the 3,500,000 Sudeten 
Germans, many of whom under 
Nazi leadership have been demand- 
ing autonomy. 

“We are anxious that nothing be 
done by us that might increase the 
international tension between the 
great Powers,” said Benes. “We 
are sincerely searching for a lasting 
understanding with all our neigh- 
bors. 

“We have special faith in an un- 
derstanding between ourselves and 
Germany and this too in the spirit 
of the communications that have 
come to us from the -responsble 
German factors. 

“We decline to line up on this 
side or that of an ideological front 
and decline to be forced into such 
a lineup. 

“We believe that peace can be 
preserved only if the various re- 
gimes respect each other and if no 
state interferes directly or indirect- 
ly with the affairs of another state 

“Czechoslovakia will contribute to 
the maintenance of European peace 
by a just solution of the nationali- 
ties problem.

GEN. MIAIA SAYS

Becomes Supreme Head of 
Southern Four-Fifths of 
Government Spain.

MADRID, April 16—Gen. Jose 
Miaja has become the supreme head 
of military and in affairs 
in the southern four-fifths of Gov- 


ernment Spain, cut off from Cata- 
lonia by the insurgents’ break 
through to the sea at Vinaroz. 

He was vested with the highest 
powers several days ago by Pre- 
mier Juan Negrin, Government 
Minister of National Defense. The 
appointment was confirmed by ra- 
dio last night.

It also has 
contact by air and sea, although 
the insurgents are conducting a 
blockade of the Mediterranean 
coast. 


For weeks the Government has 
been sending essential supplies into 
the Madrid area in expectation of 
a split in its territory. Troops 
were said to be supplied to carry 
on the fight for several months

HENDAYE, France, April 16— 
Gen, Francisco Franco’s Spanish 
insurgents, their red and gold ban- 
ners planted in the sands of the 
Mediterranean shore and Govern- 
ment Spain cut in two, pushed 
northward along the coast today. 

The rebels began closing in on the 
delta town of San Carlos de la 
Rapita. Their strategy was to 
force a crossing of the Ebro River 
and take Tortosa from the east, 
since their columns have been 
blocked for days in the approach 
from the west. 

Reports reaching the border said 
the Italian and Spanish troops had 
driven to a point less than a mile 
from San Carlos de la Parita. 

The strip of seacoast in the in- 
surgents’ hands was slightly more 
than 25 miles long. 

Little Loyalist Resistance. 

Insurgent dispatches said the 
northward march was more of a 
triumphal parade than the advance 
of an army. Only scattered. bands 
of Government militia offered re- 
sistance. 


The rebel soldiers: tihked arma, 
singing patriotié hymns and folk 
songs as they marched. 

In the same spirit the soldiers, 
at sight of the sea toward which 
they had. fought for five weeks 
since the eastward offensive was 
begun in Aragon, plunged into the 
water when the rebels took Vin- 
aroz yesterday. 

Shortly after the occupation of 
Vinaroz, first Mediterranean coast- 
al city to fall to the insurgents, the 
port was visited by 50 Government 
airplanes which blasted the new 
insurgent position with bombs. The 
loyalists bombed other towns taken 
by the rebels. 

Insurgent dispatches to Irun said 
the capture of Vinaroz was so swift 
that the local government leaders 
attempting to flee in fishing 
smacks were caught in the harbor 
and imprisoned. 

North of the insurgent wedge, 
about 10,800 of Catalonia’s 12,000 
square miles still was in Govern- 
ment possession. On the south lay 
the main part of Government 
Spain, its frontier unchanged from 
insurgent Teruel on to the west and 
south since early last year. 

Rebels Stopped Near Balaguer. 

The middle insurgent line in Cat- 
alonia was unable to match the 
progress of the coastal drive. Re- 
peated counter-attacks failed to 
dislodge Government troops from 
positions near Balaguer, 75 miles 
northwest of Barcelona. 

The insurgents stormed heights 
dominating Balaguer on the north 
several times in the last 24 hours. 
Infantry and tanks swept up the 
hillsides after preparatory artillery

Meanwhile, the Workers’ Syndi- 
cate ordered evacuation of metal 
plants today in response to Premier 
Daladier’s appeal for united support 
of his plans to strengthen France's 
international situation.

Occupation of Vinaroz was hard- 
ly completed when insurgents con- 
solidated their position on the coast 
by capturing Benicarlo, five miles 
to the south. 

Later, an insurgent column leav- 
ing Benicarlo reached Peniscola, 
nine miles south of Vinaroz. Penis- 
cola has been the scene of battle 
throughout Spain’s history. It fell 
before French troops in 1811 only 
after an il-day siege.

BANK OFFICER ADMITS 
EMBEZZLING $790,000 


Confession of R. M. Scruggs, 
Oklahoma City, Announced 
by Justice Department. 


By the Associated Presa, 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—An of- 
ficial Justice Department state- 


ment said today that Raymond M. 
Scruggs, vice-president of the First 
National Bank and Trust Co. of 
Oklahoma City, Ok., had confessed 
embezzlements amounting to $750,- 
000. ¥ 

Scruggs was arrested at Dallas 
April 7, the day after the comp- 
troller of hia bank had notified the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agent in eharge at Oklahoma City, 
that Scruggs was apparently short 
in his accounts. 

Scruggs, 43 years old, the father 
of two children, also was treasurer 
of the Oklahoma City School Board. 

Scruggs confessed that his irreg- 
ularities commenced in 1932, when 
he converted funds which his moth- 
er-in-law.had given him to invest 
in municipal or state warrants. 
Later he converted bonds belonging 
to the Oklahoma City School Board 
to his personal use, losing most of 
the money in gambling or stock 
market speculations. 

Department officials said -that 
when he was apprehended he ad- 
mitted ‘that $250,000 of the missing 
bonds were in his personal safety 
deposit box in the First National 
Bank and Trust Co. of Oklahoma 
City. The bonds were recovered. 

Scruggs had been an employe of 
the bank for about 20 years. He 
was appointed to his position on 
the school board in May, 1935.

RESERVE BOARD FREE 
FUNDS FOR LENDING 


Required Bank Reserves Re- 
duced About One-Eighth to 
Aid Credit Inflation Program. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—~The 
Federal Reserve Board, fulfilling 
President Roosevelt’s credit infla- 
tion program, released $750,000,000 
worth of funds in the nation’s 


banks for lending purposes last 
night. 

The percentage of deposits which 
banks must reserve for the protec- 
tion of depositors. The reduction 
amounted to about one-eighth of 
the reserves formerly required, 

On demand deposits the required 
reserves were reduced from 26 to 
22.75 per cent in New York and 
Chicago; from. 20 to 17.5 in Boston, 
Philadelphia, Cleveland, Richmond, 
Atlanta, St. Louis, Minneapolis, 
Kansas City, Dallas and San Fran- 
cisco; and from 14 to 12 per cent 
in all other banks. On time de- 
posits, the reduction was from 6 to 
5 per cent in all gities. e 

Where a New York bank could 
lend $74 out of every $100 of de- 
mand deposits yesterday, it now 
can lend $77.25. 

The reduction in reserve require- 
ments was part of a credit expan- 
sion program recommended by the 
President. Another phase was the 
desterilization of $1,392,000,000 worth 
of idle Treasury gold, which will 
have the effect of increasing the 
lendable excess reserve of banks 
by the ‘full amount of the gold 
spent. 

Excess reserves now are $1,730,- 
000,000, and the addition of more 
excess reserves by desterilization 
and reduction of reserve require- 
ments will increase the supply of 
lendable bank money to about $3,- 
872,000,000. 

J. F. T. O'Connor, Comptroller 
of the Currency, authorized national 
banks yesterday to buy municipal 
securities under the administra- 
tion’s slum-clearance program. 

The announcement defines as 
“marketable obligations” securities 
floated by municipalities to pay 
their 10 per cent share of the cost 
of slum clearance projects. The 
other 90 per cent is financed by 
the United States Housing Au- 
thority. 


S E C to Help How of Capital to 
Small Businesses.

Securities Exchange Commission 
announced a three-point program 
last night to speed the flow of 
capital to small business concerns 
and thus assist President Roose- 
velt's pump-priming campaign. 
The agency will establish a unit 
to aid firms which inténds to reg- 
ister issues of securities, (registra- 
tion with the S E C is a prelim- 
inary to selling securities to in- 
vestors). The 8 E C will also re- 
duce the amount of financial in- 
formation now required in registra- 
tion statements for small security 
issues of established enterprises, 
and will liberalize the rules exempt- 
ing certain issues of less than $100,- 
000 from registration requirements, 
President Roosevelt urged sim- 
plification of S E C procedure in 
his message to Congress, in which 
he called for a spending program 
ot about $4,500,000,000. Yesterday 
he told reporters complaints had 
been received that small business 
found it difficult to raise capital. 
The commission said it believed 
the new unit in the registration 
division would be particularly use- 
ful to small businesses registering 
security issues.

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Planning Council Sug- 
gests to State That It Be 
Used for Rent. 
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MARCH 


Attention was directed to an un- 
expended balance of $33,000 in the 
March relief allotment to St. Louis 
by the Social Planning Council's 
special relief committee last night 
in a telegram to State Social Se- 
curity Administrator George I. 
Hayworth which suggésted that the 


money might have been used to pay 
rent for those on the relief rolls. 


| The telegram served to make 
public for the first time the fact 
that the Social Security Commis- 
sion had spent only $134,000 of the 
$167,000 it allotted to St. Louis for 
relief during March. Non-payment 
of relief rents has been an impor- 
tant factor in aggravating the relief 
problem here and the commission’s 
St. Louis Advisory Board, in a res- 
olution adopted last month, termed 
the resulting situation “deplorable.” 

For April the commission allotted 
$150,000 to St. Louis. Assisitant 
Social Security Administrator Proc- 
tor Carter told the Post-Dispatch 
by telephone from Jefferson ,City 
today that a study was being made 
to determine whether that sum 
would be sufficient to provide for 
some rent payments. The commis- 
sion, on April 6, adopted a’ new 
policy. which permits rent pay- 
ments, if they can be made without 
exceeding the regular relief allot- 
ments. 

Planning Council’s Telegram. 

The Social Planning Council's 
telegram, signed by Julian B. Cohn, 
chairman of its relief committee, 
said “over $32,000” of the relief al- 
lotment for March had not been 
spent. Carter said the figure was 
$33,000. 

“During March and continuing 
this month,” the telegram added, 
“there has been urgent need for 
rent payments to prevent untold 
mental and physical suffering 
among 18,000 St. Louisans, mem- 
bers of relief families, about half 
being children. 

“We can see no reason why rents 
should be refused since conserva- 
tive estimates show this surplus 
would have paid entire urgent 
needs. 

“Churches, private welfare 
agencies, citizens and hospitals have 
for months supported Tom K. 
Smith and the City Security Com- 
mission (the Commission's St. Louis 
Advistory Board, of which Smith 
is chairman) in urging vital need 
for action. 

“It is our information that State 
Social Security Commission stated 
April 6 administrators could pay 
rent with any available funds. This 
action should be sufficient author- 
ity to you and we respectfully urge 
you to return to St. Louis this un- 
spent $32,000, adding to April allot- 
ment and taking care of rents.” 

Policy Not Retroactive. 

Had the commission’s April 6 
statement of policy been made in 
March, Carter told the Post-Dis- 
patch, the $33,000 surplus could 
have been used to pay March rents, 
but the policy could not be applied 
retroactively. Whether any rents

would depend on the outcome of 
the study now being made. 

The March surplus resulted, Car- 
ter said, from the immediate as- 
signment to W PA jobs of all able- 
bodied ‘applicants for relief, and 
abandonment of the commission’s 
policy, in effect during the winter 
months, of granting aid to those 
assigned to WPA jobs to provide 
for their needs between assign- 
ment and receipt of their first pay 
checks.

“He was in the barn loading a 
sled when we got there, the Sher- 
iff sdid. “One of the first things 
Smith asked was whether those 
people he had beat up at North 
Lima had died.” 

Smith told Elser that he had 
slept in 15. jails since leaving the 
scene of the killing and that in 
Milwaukee his picture with the 
word “Wanted” was on the desk 
when his fingerprints were taken. 

“You. can't blame me for thinking 
cops are dumb, can you?” Elser 
said Smith told him. 

The triple killing was discovered 
by an itinerant salesman who; fail- 
ing to get an answer to his knock- 
ing, looked in the window of the 
Baumeister home. He saw the 
body of Henry Baumeister lying on 
the floor. The hacked body of his 
wife was found in the barn and 
that of Theodore Baumeister 
nearby. 

Shortly after his arrest, Smith 
said the killings followed a series 
of quarrels over wages. But in his 
signed confession he attributed 
them only to “an urge.” 

“I hid in the barn,” he said, “and 
when Mrs. Baumeister entered, I 
hit her over the head with an iron 
pipe. I hit her several times, then 
I drew a knife and slashed her. 
I hid her body under some corn 
stalks. 

“A few minutes later, Theodore 
entered and I did the same to him. 
I went to the house and waited 15 
minutes for Henry to return home.

It’s the Women and the Tariff. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE women have taken our jobs at a 
rate of pay which we men cannot live 
on. In 1918, I worked for a clothing com- 
pany in Boston, where no women worked. 
The pay was from about $23 a week to 


$68. Today, the pay runs from $3 to $28 


a week. Men formerly received from 
$1 to $2.50 a pair for making pants. Now 
they have a system by which the pants 
are made for $2.65 a dozen. 

If women were forbidden to work in 
private industry and tariff rates were 
made high enough so our manufacturers 
could compete with foreign-made materi- 
als and would not have to move to other 
countries, then a shortage of labor would 
be created in this country. 

If I could go back to work for $60 a 


* week: I would move into a house, pay $30 


or $35 a month rent. I would buy a new 
car and furniture. This would per- 
mit the property owner to repair his 
house without a Federal loan and would 
put more men to work. As it is, I have 
no house, I have no car and I have no 
furniture at all. I do have a $56 WP A 
job and I have five children and a good 
wife. I wonder if they think their daddy 
and husband is doing all he can to pro- 
vide for them. 

If we men could come home from work 
to see a comfortable house, a good warm 
meal and to say, “I am the head of the 
family,” again, what a grand feeling it 
would be! R. G.

BASEBALL BLOOMS AGAIN. 

Life begins at 2:30 this afternoon for St. Louis 
baseball fans when the Browns and Cardinals 
meet in the first of their annual two-game spring 
series. And for the first time in many years, the 
followers of the Browns, whose ranks have been 
depleted by interminable ill fortune, will swing 
through the gates with cocky stride. Those loyal- 
ists have a team this year, not only to hope for 
but to believe in. 

Never in all their long, varied history have the 
Browns had such a rapturous springtime. By some 
magic, the evil spirit of defeatism was exorcised, 
and the will to win, as Shakespeare so aptly put it, 
was grappled to their bosoms as with hoops of 
steel. There may have been a disposition among 
the fainthearted to discount the uninterrupted 
march of victory down on the Texas border, be- 
cause of the opposition’s inferior rating. But finally 
the Chicago Cubs appeared—a team expertly rated 
as a likely pennant contender in the National League 
and they drank humiliation; magnums of it, 
jeroboams of it, lots of it. 

Yes, sir, the Browns are returning from Elba, from 
St. Helena, aye, from the dark Plutonian shore. 
The Cardinals, now as always bristling with com-

. MR. LA GUARDIA’S: TRADE NOSTRUM. 

We are not much impressed by the scheme ad- 
vanced by Mayor LaGuardia of New York City for 
subsidized exports to Latin America. In the first 
place, it would represent a further departure from 
free competitive enterprise. In the second place, it 
would conflict with the Hull program of Teciprocal 
trade pacts, which is an immeasurably better ap- 
proach to the problems involved. 

The reciprocal trade pacts bar subsidized exports, 
or, to use the popular term, dumping. If the Central 
and South American countries themselves did not 
resent being made a dumping ground for subsidized 
American products, the scheme certainly would stir 
up resentment among all the European industrial 
nations, democratic as well as totalitarian. There 
would probably ensue an endless race for ad 
in subsidized exports, import and export quotas and 
marked exchange, all complicating the various bar- 
riers which already are blocking international trade

Old-age assistance in Missouri is not intended 
“for the purpose of relieving a relative from sup-, 


well as with the dictates of common sense, that 
it is to be hoped it will be allowed to stand. 

The ruling, handed down by Circuit Judge Frank 
Kelly at Cape Girardeau, dealt with the pension ap- 
plication of a woman past 70 who, it was shown, 
lives with a daughter, “and is being provided for 
in every way.” Judge Kelly failed to see how her 
application for a pension could be granted, since 
the constitutional amendment reads that pensions 
shall be paid to “persons over 70 years of age, who 
are incapacitated from earning a livelihood and 
are without means of support.” Clearly, a woman 
being supported by a daughter is not “without means 
of support.” It would seem impossible that any- 
one should think a pension justified in such a case. 

However, another Circuit Judge, Emory Smith 
of Neosho, ruled a month ago in an almost identi- 
cal instance that the applicant is entitled to a pen- 
sion! In that case, the children of a Neosho ap- 
plicant regularly gave him and his wife $55 a month. 
Despite this, the Judge ruled that the applicant 
should be placed on the rolls. If this interpretation 
is followed, it is plain that need will no lenger 
be a criterion for granting pensions, for every Mis 
sourian past 70, regardless of financial status, will 
be entitled to a pension check each month. 

The State will appeal the Neosho case to the 
Missouri Supreme Court. It is difficult to see how 


any other interpretation can be made than that 


just handed down by Judge Kelly. As he pointed 
out, the State “would need more than a 2 per cent 
tax to finance the program” if every person past 70 
gets on the rolls. That would mean 150,000 pen- 
sioners, plus about 100,000 more if and when the age 
limit is reduced to 65. If the system is to be saved 
from collapse, the plain intent of the amendment 
voted by the people will have to be followed. 

* THE SEC IN THE WHITNEY CASE. 

The Securities and Exchange Commission has 
gained in respect by its calm handling of the Whit- 
ney case. If the commission felt any urge to rush 
in and justify itself against Whitney and those of his 
associates who had shown contempt and resentment 
of regulation, the temptation was resisted. 

While the courts were assessing the criminal pen- 
alty against the culprit, the SEC stood aside. The 
investigation which it has now launched into the 
aspects of the case that relate to the Stock Exchange 
itself appears to be thorough but not vindictive. There 
is no evidence of a desire to kick the exchange when 
it is down. 

The commission is well-advised in its exercise of 
moderation. The significance of the Whitney debacle 
was sufficiently clear without being dramatized. by 
the SEC. The commission’s conduct in this instance 


is consistent with the policy of reasonableness with 


which it has applied the law all along,

His 
spokesman could safely promise that if he avere 
elected, Illinois would have a Governor scrupulously 
devoted to his duties. 

His Chicago sponsors—some of them at least— 
never suspected that the Probate Judge would de- 
velop a leadership sagacious and aggressive. But 
that is precisely what happened. As Governor, he 
was faithfully on the job. He gave the State a 
praiseworthy administration, And the politicians 
who were expecting to have a gullible innocent at 
Springfield ran into the surprise of their lives. He 
knew them and knew their stuff. He was his own 
man from the minute he got to Springfield. He 
And when 
the time came for fenomination, he carried the 
fight right into Chicago and gave the machine a 
first-class licking. * 

He has trounced the machine again. The primary 
Tuesday was a battle between the Kelly-Nash com- 
bine and Gov. Horner. Around the ring, the .oppo- 
nents of machine rule were shouting for Horner. 
That was important support. But it takes more than 
that to win a championship battle, such as this pri- 
mary was. It takes organization. It takes the vig- 
Uance of energetic direction. It takes practical po- 
litical leadership. 

The former Probate Judge had all that, and what- 
ever else it takes. He is Illinois’ No. 1 politician. It 
is a high estate as he has amassed it and admin- 
isters it.

Ot this numbea 51 per cent cost $5000 
or more. This 51 per cent was available 
only to the income group able to pay $50 
a month or more. 

Family income economists publish this 
statement: “From 1933 to 1935, the number 
of families receiving incomes of $3000 or 
more per year did not increase as fast 
as the national income increased in that 
period.” Since 1933, the number of fam- 
ilies paying $50 or more per month rent 
has decreased. This indicates a positive 
resistance in these income groups to pay- 
ing the 1929 proportion of income for rent 
or its equivalent. In 1937, the number of 
families paying $50 or more per month for 
rent fell to approximately two-thirds of 
the number of families paying $50 or more 
per month in 1930. 


There are other factors that enter the 
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maintained automobile. But let a man fail 
to paint his house, neglect his lawn and 
sidewalk and immediately the value and 
salability of the property next door is 
impaired. 

There have been other factors behind 
the drop in residential values. The type 
of residence built 20, 80 and 40 years ago 
does not fit the modern family income, 
need or taste of today.

As one income group moves out, lower 
income groups move in progressively.

This nation-wide change of character in 
neighborhoods reflected itself in school at- 
tendance, in church congregations, in the 
whole aspect of the central residential belts 
as they changed from decade to decade for 
the worse. 

To avert the deadly threat of this.spread- 
ing blight, the cities resorted to various 
tricks, devices, schemes and nostrums. 
Zoning, perpetrated in the guise of city 
planning, was the main reliance.

Senate Committee Says Employer 
Associations Menace Democracy 


New Devices’ and ‘Modernized Schemes’ to 
Frustrate Labor Organizations Uncovered 
by La Follette Investigation. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Anti- 
labor activities by employer asso- 
ciations have become “a menace 
to democratic government,” the 
Senate Civil Liberties Committee 
charged yesterday. 

In a report to the Senate, the 
committee asked for $60,000 to con- 
tinue its studies of “violations of 
free speech and the rights of labor.” 
In two years of investigation it 
has had appropriations totaling 
$90,000. 

The committee reported that 
since enactment of the Wagner 
labor relations law employers had 
developed “new devices” and “mod- 
ernized schemes of frustration” to 
discourage labor organization. 

These should be investigated 
thoroughly, the committee said, to 
ascertain whether further legisla- 
tion is necessary to strengthen the 
Labor Relations Act. 

The report outlined practices of 
employer associations and “citi- 
zens’ committees.” The committee 
said the latter were utilized by em- 


ployers as “third parties” in efforts 
to “thwart labor’s rights.” 

Citizens’ committees, 
have functioned as channels through 
which money flowed from indus- 
trialists to deputies and to tear gas 
companies, and to local govern- 
mental authorities.” 

Such committees, along with em- 
ployer associations, have been used 
by some employers as substitutes 
for “the old standby” of detective 
and strike-breaking agencies, the 
committee said. 

The present “third party” 
agencies, the report continued, en- 
able employers to carry out colled- 
tively labor practices which are 
forbidden to an individual employer 
by the Labor Act. 

The committee said large em- 


‘ployer associations had obstructed 


its inquiries. 

On every side, ft reported, it had 
been confronted with “stripped 
files, doctored books, piecemeal fe- 
sponses to requests for information 
and witnesses schooled in forget- 
ting on the witness stand.” 


CITY EQUALIZATION BOARD 
CONCLUDES 4-WEEK TERM 


Realty Assessments Total $888,012,- 
472 After Revisions Are Grant- 
ed on 82 Appeals. 

The St. Louis Board of Equaliza- 
tion concluded its four-week term 
today, having heard 236 appeals 
from tax assesments made by the 
Assessor, in which reductions total- 
ing $264,850 were granted in 82 
cases. 

Conclusion of the board’s work 
sets the city real estate assess- 
ment at $888,012,472. 

In carrying out its program, the 
board distributed a general 1 per 
cent cut, ordered by the State 
Board of Equalization, among 
property parcels deemed to have 
been inequitably assessed. 

The Real Estate Exchange con- 
tended that the cut should have 
been applied equally to all property 
in the city. In a letter sent to 
the exchange today, the city board 
pointed out that the State Board 
had directed that the 1 per cent 
cut, totaling more than $8,000,000, 
be spread among selected property 
parcels rather than applied as a 
blanket reduction, and that there 


was no alternative but to take this 


course.

In cocking a shining eye at the 


old chair and wondering what to 
do about it, the very first thing to 
consider is whether you want some- 
thing that will last forever and a 
day or whether you want more 
beauty and less practicality.
